them. David, the psalmist, pleads 
with the Lord to "Cast me not I 
away from Thy presence: and take 
not Thy Holy Spirit from me." It j 
is universal 
cry 
which 
we all 
must make lest we lose sight of i 
the Spirit which helps us through 
all our misfortunes and keeps us 
on the right 
road. 
God Sustains Us 
Shall we fear that God will not 
sustain us and give us the things 
that we need? Jesus said, you re­ 
member, that if a son asked for 
bread, a man would not give him 
a stone, or lf he asked for fish no 
earthly father would give the son 
a serpent. "If ye, then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto 
your children; 
how much more 
shall your Heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that call 
upon Him." 
Again Jesus tells Nicodemus, s 
ruler of the Jews who came to 
Him and asked that His message 
be explained 
to 
him, 
that 
he 
must be 
tom again." Nicodemus 
Couldn’t understand 
that 
Jesus 
meant 
a 
spiritual 
rebirth, 
but 
Jesus told him not to marvel that 
H'- said man must he born again, 
for "The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth: 
so is everyone that is born of the 
Spirit." 
This important thing is 
that this Holy Spirit comes to us 
when we need it. 
An earnest desire to leave that 
which is evil in our past and to do 
what is 
right and pleasing in 
God’s sight brings about this re­ 
birth. 
And when we receive this 
Holy Spirit we 
shall be helped 
and comforted. 
"Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you; and ye shall 
be 
witnesses unto 
Me both In 
Jerusalem, and in ail Judea, and 
in Sam aria 
and unto the u tter­ 
most part of 
the 
earth,’’ said 
Jesus. 
This was the last message of 
Jesus before He was taken up in 
a cloud and vanished from the 
sight of His disciples. 
The next reference relates the 
story of the day of Pentecost, 
when the Holy .Spirit descended 
upon the disciples in "tongues of 
fire,” and they all began to talk 
in 
different 
languages 
as the 
Spirit gave them power. This epi­ 
sode we have had in an earlier 
lesson so we need not dwell upon 
it here. 
Also we read the account 
of the Holy Ghost descending upon 
Gentile* of the house of Cornelius, 
affecting them as it had the Jews 
who were Jesus' disciples, to their 
amazement. 
In I Corinthians St. Paul again 
asserts that the Spirit is the same 
In all of us. "There are diversities 
of gifts.” he writes "but the same 
Spirit.’ Each of us has a different 
gift, for instance, some are given 
the gift of wisdom; son if the art 
of healing, others have other tal­ 
ents. But all these may be direct­ 
ed by the Spirit for our own and 
the world’s good.

After you dig early potatoes and 
sow turnips, on a well prepared 
seed bed, they sometimes do what 
they did this year—form another 
heavy sod and prevent the turnips 
from doing much good 
Seeding the garden to rye early 
In the fall, la one of the best 
things to do to control this and 
other weeds, common in our gar­ 
den*. 
You see this done on many 
southern Ohio farms, but often one 
just can’t find time to do this 
work, for we have a very .serious 
Labor shortage in the corn belt.

Ho tel, the mo st fashio nable in Berlin. Har­ 
tig an nev er failed to tell callers abo ut the 
hats.

Hartig an also was no ted for Ii is p iano 
j play ing .

B anting, th e g re a t p op u­ 
la riz e of dieting for reduction, 
was tickled because h e lost th irty - 
fiv e p ounds in th irty -eigh t weeks.

F at is fuel storage m aterial. It 
tends to accum ulate in dep ots.

Har­ 
tigan never failed to tell callers about the 
hats. 
In fact, he sometimes invited guests 
especially to come up to see the unique 
collection. 
Hartigan also was noted for his piano 
playing.

• We have finished one three- 
week period of the fall reducing 
diet, and we are beginning on an­ 
other three-week period. Those

schedule faithfully, have by this 
time, I am sure, seen the benefits 
you wanted. If you still need to 
lose, I urge you to go on for an­ 
other full three weeks. 
J choose and insist on the three 
weeks period, as I explained in one 
of my first articles, because you 
are no* likely to get the full bene­ 
fit of dieting anything short of 
that period. Fat has the peculiar 
property of holding water. * 
When dieting starts, the fat 
cells have to break down, but even 
after they begin to disintegrate, 
rh a t is left of the fat cell retains 
its water. This water retention 
may go on for two or even three 
weeks, then the water lets go in 
a rush and a sudden reduction of 
weight occurs. 


44 hen Reduction Occurs 
Almost always this reduction 
occurs by the twenty-first day. 
That is why I choose a three weeks 
period. I f you stop the diet before 
that and become more liberal, the 
fat cells go back to good solid fat 
cells, and you lose the benefit that 
you were just or the verge of ob­ 
taining. And this process is re­ 
peated in that the next real loss 


may not occur until the end of 
another twenty-one days. 
So this article is in the nature 
of a pep talk to keep you on your 
diet if you need to lose some more. 
If you hare not followed the first 
three weeks routine, you can begin 
now on this one. 
Too Much Haste Undesirable 
The diets which promise to lose 
you a pound a day or ten pounds 
a week seem to me to be doing 
things too fast for safety and com­ 
fort, and to accord with scientific 
facts. Banting, the great popu­ 
larize of dieting for reduction, 
was tickled because he lost thirty- 
five pounds in thirty-eight weeks. 
That seems a slow tempo for the 
modern who wants quick results, 
but it is better scientific dietetic 
practice. 
Fat is fuel storage material. It 
tends to accumulate in depots. 
These depots are the bane of the 
overweight person’s existence— 
under the chin, back of the upper 
arms, in the bust, around the 
waist, over the hips and around 
the thighs and upper legs. They 
give up their fuel when the de­ 
mand comes. 
But fat, as I said, is wet gun­ 
powder. It takes an emergency to 
ignite it.
